2. Claims 9-1 7 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants 
definition of duty cycle (lines 7 and 8, claim 9) as the ratio of the combined length of 
food to the length of the lane, in conjunction with a step requiring that the duty cycle be 
measured (step 'b', claim 9) is not found in the prior art of cutting devices. Transverse 
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slicers are well known, and many control methods and systems are known for altering 
blade parameters based on a number of workpiece parameters, none of which renders 
obvious the use of a duty cycle measurement in conjunction with a transverse slicer. 
Typical transverse slicers have de facto duty cycles, based on a steady state of 
operation.
